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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on September 2 1 , 2009 responding to 
previously issued Ex. Parte Quayle action. Currently claims 31, 33-45, and 47-56 remain in the 
examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 31, 33-45, and 47-56 are allowed. 

3. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
directed at a diaper product, and various information management systems for diaper products. 
Diaper structure having two IC tags where one is on the diaper and the other is on an auxiliary 
absorbent pad identifying each part is neither disclosed nor suggested by the cited references. 
Various embodiments of the diaper information management system as recited in the pending 
claims are also allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
